BNA D ORDINANCE. 


Although our legislators pride 
themselves on the useful and fault- 
less Ordinances which they passed 
at the last session of the Legislature, 
there are a good many of those 
Ordinances which require amend- 
ment. We give the Legislature 
credit for having placed on our 
statute books many useful and valu 
able Ordinances, but we hold that 
several of them are anything but 
perfect. Of course it could hardly 
be expected that they should all be 
perfect., We fully appreciate the 
difficulties of legislating for a new 
country like ours. Different parts 
of the Territories have interests at 
variance from those of other por- 
tions, and the laws that would be 
found applicable to one district 
would not be suitable to another. 
One of the most important Ordi. 
nances passed by the Legislature is 
that respecting Brands. This Ordi- 
nance, in our opinion, requires 
amending. We consider that its 
provisions are not at all suitable,and 
that it is next to valueless to people 
in this District. The Ordinance 
provides that the Lieut. Governor 
may, whenever he thinks it desirable, 
set apart any portion of the Territo- 
ries as a stock district, designating 
each district so set apart by a num- 
ber, and that he skall appoint a sub 
recorder of brands for all the stock 
districts, and shall designate the 
places at which their offices are to 
be kept. At present the office of 
the Recorder of Brands is at Fort 
MacLeod, and if moved from there, 
the probabilities are that it will be at 
Regina, which will certainly be more 
central. In order to get a brand 
registered the applicant must go to 
the sub recorder with a drawing or 
copy of his brand; the sub-recorder 
torwards itto the recorder at Mac 
Leod, where it is duly recorded if it 
in no way resembles a brand already 
recorded. If, however, it does, it is 
returned and must be altered. As 
there is no means for a person 
living in Prince Albert to ascer- 
tain what brands are on record 
at MacLeod, he may have to 
send several different brands before 
he hits on one that can be recorded. 
This, in our opinion, is the great 
objection to the Ordinance, and we 
think that there is a very simple way 
out of the difficulty. We would 
suggest that when a stock district is 
formed it should have a recorder of | 


its own, having his office within the | 


district, and that for the purpcses of | 
registration it should be entirely in- 


trict of 


trouble that might arise if cattle or 
orses strayed from one district into 
ahother. We understand that the 
objection to having more than one 
office for the recording of brands 
was that the same brand might be 
used by persons residing in different 
districts, and that disputes might 
arise a8 to the ownership of stock 
straying or being moved from one 
district to another. We think that 
the plan suggested above, if acted 
on, will remove that objection. As 
the law stands at present, we in this 
portion of the Territories do not feel 
that we can avail ourselves of it. 
There are many large stock raisers 
in this district who are anxious, and 
have been so for a long time, to have 
the brand Ordinance put in force 
and a stock district erected. Last 
winter a petition was drawn up and 
largely signed, asking the Lieut.. 
Governor to set apart a portion of 
this district as a stock district, but 
when it was found what the provi- 
sions of the Revised Ordinances 
were, no further action was taken in 
the matter and the petition was not 
forwarded. We trust that the sug- 
gestion we have thrown out will 
commend itself to the good sense of 
our legislaturs, and that at the next 
session of the Assembly they will 
have the law amended accordingly, 
or in some manner which will make 
it more serviceahle than it is at 
present.

Lieutenant-Governor N. W. T. 


On Wenuesday evening, at 8:30, a 
complimentary dinner was given to his 
Honor the Lieut.-Gevernor in McKay's 
Hall at the west end of the town, there 
not being any room of sufficient seating 
capacity mearer the centre. The hall 
was beantifully decorated with flags, 
drapery and evergreens, with an appro- 
priatemotto at the top. There were 
about 125 of the leading citizens of the 
town and vicinity present, and many 
more would have attended but for the 
want of room; the sale of tiokets had to 
be limited, and those who came late were 
unable to procure seats. The dianer was 
prepared by Mr. Oram, and it is needless 
to say was all that could be desired. His 
Worship Mayor Knowles presided in an 
able manner, and was assisted by Mr. C. 
Mair, who occupied the first chair, and 
Capt. Craig, who was in the second vice 
chair. The chairman had on his right 
the guest of the evening, and H. Mitchell» 
M. L.A., Supt. Gagnon and J. F. Betts, 
M. L.A.; and on his left Hon. L. Clarke 
and Wm. Plaxtou, M. L. A. The P. A. C. 
Band was in attendance, and contrbuted 
largely to the evening's enjoyments by 
contributing several selections in a re- 
markably fine style. After dinner, His 
Worship proposed the health of The 
Queen,” which was honored right loyally 
as it ever is in Prince Albert the band 
playing God Save the Queen.” The 
dert toast was that of the Prince of 
Wales and Royal Family.“ After this 
toast had been duly honored, Mr. J. L. 
Johnson sang, in a very fine manner, a 
song composed by Mr. Chas. Mair—our 
great Canadian bard. The health of 
the Governor-General” was next pro- 
posed and responded to, when Mr. Clarke 
favored the audience with a song. Next 
came the toast of the evening, Our 
Guest, which was received with great 
enthnsiasm. 

@ Mayor Kuowles,in proposing this toast, 
said, it was his pleasing duty to now 
propose the toast of Our guest.” In 
looking at the assembly present, consist- 
ing of the representative meu of the town 
aud surrounding district, and as he par- 
took of the sympethy which rau from 
heart to heart at that moment in cordial 
and sincere welcome to his Honor the 
Lieut.-Governor, he could not refraim 
from looking back some 19 years ago in 
the history of Manitoba when the guest 
whom we honor this evening was first 
called to exercise that wisdom and intel- 
ligence which all know him to be possess- 
ed of iu the halls of the local Legislature 
of Manitoba on behalf of his fellow pio- 
and to the fact that he at onee 
becuifie a prominent man in the early 
government of that province, The speak- 
er then referred to hie Honor’s career 
down to 1888,and which he characterized 
as a triumphant one, because it was rare 
to find one who maintained for so long a 
time his position as a respected and es 
teemed representative of the people, more 
especially as during that time new bloed, 
new customs and habits, and indeed a 
aew generation arose.

After the toast, which was drank with 
Highland honors, had been duly honered 
and the: cheering had subsided, Mr. 
Agnew sang in fine style Tue Maple

His Honor, on rising to respond, was 
loudly cheered. He said, Mr. Mayor 
and gentlemen, I must thank you before 
going further for the enthusiasm with 
which you have received the toast of my 
health, and for the truly loyal way in 
which you have received me ou this occa. 
sion. I feel that I cannot properly con- 
vey to you by words my deep vente of 
the kindness manifested towards me by 
the people of Prince Albert. Reference 
has been made by the chairman to my 
political life. Well, I have been for a 
number of years in politica in Manitoba, 
and have always taken a great interest 
not only in the welfare aud prog. eas of 
that province, but also of these Territo- 
ries. I do not know if I have been alto 
gether as successful as I couid wish, hut 
my desire has always been to work only 
for the good of my adopted country. 
People always expect great things 
from a politician, and perhaps rightly 
so; and if hefaile to comz up to 
those expectations he does not al. 
ways get due credit for what he has 
accomplished. But a politician has to 
put up with what he gets. In the re- 
sponsible position tbat I now occupy I 
am called upon to fulfil great expecta- 
tions, and I will endeavor earnestly and 
to the best of my ability to accomplish 
all the good that I can. I will endeaver 
to act with the people and for the people, 
come what may. My aim is, and will 
continue to be, to make wise legislation, 
and to bring about success and prosperity 
in our land. Reference has also been 
made to my private life—a reference of a 
most flattering kind. I am a human 
being like youreelves, and if I do not 
come up to a superlative degree of excel- 
lence, I hope that I will not be too se- 
verely judged by my fellow mortals. J 
will say, however, that I am very glad 
to be here to-night, for I feel that I am 
among kind friends and that I have the 
good wishes of you all. The great object 
of my present visit to your town and dis 
trict is to get acquainted with the people. 
I wish to learn your condition and re- 
quirements and expectations. I wish to 
make myself familiar with the nature of 
the country from personal observation; 
to learn also its present state of develop- 
ment and its resources, so that I may be 
able to deal more intelligently with mat- 
ters that may come before me affecting 
the district, There is an incredible 
amount of ignorance in eastern Canada 
about Saskatchewan; the people of those 
provinces know hardly anything about 
this wonderful district, and I must con- 
fess that I have bad my eyes opened 
since coming here. Although I have 
been nearly nineteen years in Winnipeg, 
I have never before been in the Saskatch- 
ewan country,and in common with others 
had rather queer ideas of its latitude, 
and when I arrived on the Saskatchewan 
the other day I was almost surprised to 
find that I' was not im the arctic circle. 
However, we have north of this great 
river immense tracks of magnificent 
country.

out of his pocket and-assared me that 
they had takes it out of the river at that 
point, and etill they were wanting u rail- 

way: I hope they will get it before leng. 
The prairies: of Regina are considered 
well adapted for farming. but on the Sas- 
katchewan you have as good farming land 
as is to be found anywhere. ‘You want 
railways to open up the country, to bring 
in immigrants and capital, and ii: it were 
in my power to do so I would give you 

railways to-morrow. This country, I am 
sorry to say, is unknown in Enrope, but 
once it is opened up and is possessed of 
railwty facilities, the fame of it will ge 
abroad and it will become rapidly settled. 
The Government have great opposition to 
tace in building railways iu this new 
country. It is not fully known, nor is 
ite value to Canada appreciated by the 
people of the east, and consequently they 
cote against it. Your representative in 
the House of Commons has worked hard 
to secure a railway to Prince Albert, and 
believe that in another year you will 
have the object of your desires. If I visit 
you next year I expect to come by rail. 
You must not expect, however, that a 
railway is going to make you all rich and 
independent, because competition will be 
as keen then as now. If there will be 
more to do there will de more people to 
do itand if more money there will be 
more looking for it. However a railway 
cannot fail to be of immense advantage 
to you and your district, and will in a 
short time, make it one of the most pro- 
gressive Provinces in Canada. The Gov- 

ernur ef the Northwest Territories occu- 
pies a different position from that of the 
Provinces. As you are aware in the 
older Provinces the affairs of state are 
managed by a Cabiuet responsible to 
Parliament and tothe people. In the 
Northwest I have no Cabinet to do the 
work. I have todo it myself aud there 
is lots of it. My position is no sinecure. 
Under the existing circumstances I am 
allowed to select four members of the 
Legislature to advice me iu matters of 
finance. I did not select my own Ad- 

visory Board however. I am a Canadian 
and Liberal in respect to the form of 
institutions and I saw that there were 
mixed elements and very divergent inter- 
ests represented in the Assembly. Lal - 
lowed the members of the Legislature to 
name those gentlemen who should be my 
advisors, ani I am in every way satisfied 
with the selectiom they made. Weare 
in a state of transition. We will not al- 
ways be in the same position that we 
occupy to-day. Our next step will be 
one forward one in the direction of full 
responsible government. In the other 
provinces the ministers or advisors of the 
Lieut.-Governor are paid for their ser- 
vices, but in the Territocies they are ex- 
pected to give their services for nothing. 
They are patriotic and do not want pay 
for their services. The Legislature has 
done good work already. It has passed 
a large amount of legislation with which, 
think, no fault can be found and which, 
I trust, will be beneficial to the couatry. 
I must say that the people elected good 
men to represent them. Iam not elec- 
tioneering now, and am net speaking 
because I waut you to re-elect yonr mem- 
bers by acclamation when their term 
expires, bot l can assure you I have re- 
ceived very valuable assistance from all 
the members of this district and that 
they worked well in your interests at 
Regina. My visit to the District has 
given me a great insight into matters af. 
fecting it and it will be for the benefit of 
future legislation at Regina and for the 


| beuefit of the Goverument at Ottawa. 


You can rest assured that in the admin- 
istration of affairs of the Territories your 
interests will be carefully guarded by me 
as far as comes within the scope of my 
duties. In conclusion Mr. &hairman and 
geutlemen, I will again thank you ein- 
cerely for this kind reception and the 
hearty manner in which you drunk the 
toast of my health.

As soon as practicable, we 
hope to add a boarding department to the 
Institution, re that parents at a distance 
may feel safe in placing their sons or 
daughters ander our care. And while it 
is impossible for us to forecast the future 
with any degree of accuracy, we may he 
permitted to express a hope that when 
the District of Saskatchewan becomes 
erected into a province, an efficient Pro- 
vincial University will be one of our 
educational appliances, and the Institu- 
tion to which we this day welcome your 
Honor will be one of its affiliated colleges. 
It may, perhaps, be premature for us tu 
express such a hope as this; but we are 
certain that no insiitution is likely to 
prosper unless its friends are hopeful of 
ite tuture, and we wish to give to the 
Academy all the advantage which * 
hopes and good wishes can bestow. N 
have great pleasure in expressing our 
gratification at your Honor’s presence 
upon this occasion, and our best wishes 
for your future welfare.
